Religion in Russia,to Be No Bar to 
Possession of Political Rights 


The ministry of the interior has 
submitted to the provisional govern- 
ment a bill establishing freedom of 
conscience. Possession of civil and 
political rights no longer depends on 
religion. For a change of religion, 
ae permission will not be need- 
ed, 

Up to nine years of age a child's 
religion is determined by its parents: 
if ther is a disagreement the child 
takes the mother’s religion. Over 
nine years of age the religion cannot 
be changed without the consent of 
the child itself. Over seventeen years 
religion can be changed without the 
parent’s or guardian’s consent. 

Another important reform provides 
for courts of administration for the 
protection of a citizen against illegal- 
ities of officials of the central gov- 
ernment or of local  self-govern- 
ment bodies.

Allies Masters of the Air! 


Germans Concede Supremacy to 


French and British Fliers 


That the Gertnans are keenly alive 
to the importante of the air branch 
military science revealed in a 
report found on a German officer cap- 
tured recently, The report frankly 
adntitted that the British and Freneh 
hold the’ mastery of tae air, The 
Germans, it Was asserted, were unable 
to fly over the enemy lines and Ger 
man. bailons were forced to remain 
hiddén on the ground, Thus, at deci- 
Sive moments in the fighting, the 
German artillery was blinded while 
the Prussian infantry was harrassed 
by war. planes constantly swooping 
low and machine ginning the men in 
the trenches. 

Geriian helplessness, the report 
contained, Was aggravated by the 
knowledge that their artillery was un- 
able to support them. The document 
declared that the allied fliers so out- 
numbered and out-manoeuvred the 
German aeroplanes. that the latter 
were even unable to hold the air 
above their own heavy artillery posi- 
tions. British and French machines 
constantly hovered overhead, drop- 
ping bonibs or giving their own artil- 
lery accurate ranges. 

This German report also admitted 
that bases, ammunition depots, sup- 
ply columns, ‘cavalry supporting the 
troops, divisions in reserve, every- 
thing and everybody Were harrassed 
by the allied airmen, who often com- 
pletely frustrated the defence at crit- 
ical junctures. In short, the German 
report was a confession that an army 
is powerless unless something ap- 
proaching equality maintained in 
the air.

Big Land Sale 

Ninety Per Cent. Passed Into Hands 
of Farmers % 


When farnfers buy more land it is 
an fMifallible sign of their prosperity, 
Vhat the Westérn Canadian farmers 
are exceedingly prosperous is re- 
vealed in the large quantities of land 
being bought by them every day. A 
very striking instance of this was 
seen at Gleichen in Southern Alber- 
ta, Three hufdred and twenty-five 
parcels of land, which consisted of 
one quarter section each, were put 
on sale by auction, being the balauce 
of the lands in the Blackfoot Indian 
Reserve surrendered by the Indians 
under a treaty. This sale atttacted 
nearly Gne thousand buyers, of whom 
the great majority were farmers from 
a radius-of two hundred miles, in fact, 
local farmers were the highest bid- 
ders. Land speculators who attended 
the sale could not compete with them 
in the prices which they bid and 
were more or les¢ silent. Another 
notable fact was the presence of a 
number of American farmers intend- 
ing to start farming in Alberta.. “If 
the land is as good as it looks, it is 
worth double the price,” said a Mir- 
nesota man after paying $36 an acre 
for a quarter section of land. The 
average price was about $30 per acre, 
the highest being $45, which was paid 
by a Gleichen map. Allowing for a 
certain inevitable tlement of specula- 
tion, it is believed certain that 90 per 
cent. of this land has passed into the 
hands of actual farmers.

Dr. Addison was speaking in | the 
house of commons on the estimates 
for the ministry of munitions. He 


gave .a striking account of the work 
of the department since it started a 
little more than two years ago. Dr 
Addison said that some conception of 
the magnitude of the production of 
explosives might be formed from the 
fact that in March, 1917, the capacity 
for the production of high explosives 
was more than four times that of 
March, 1916, and 28 times that os 
Marth, 1915. 

The ministry had recently reached 
such a state of production in respect 
to gun munitions that it was able 
to divert certain national factories to 
assisting “other sections of the muni- 
tions program, He mentioned the 
discovery of a component’ of a new 
type which ~ possessed great advan- 
tages for certain purposes. A large 
supply of this had been produced in 
a short time and was proving of the 
greatest value in facilitating the ad- 
vance at the front and in saving life. 

The requirements regarding the ac- 
cumulation of a great reserve of field- 
gun ammunition would be met ih 
good time and despite the enormous 
expenditure in the first nine weeks of 
the offensive, the stock of filled shells 
had only fallen off seven per | cent. 
Field Marshal Haig had enthusiasti- 
cally reported on the accuracy and 
fine detonating quality of the ammu- 
nition, whether it was used for wire 
cutting, barrage or other purposes. 

The output of machine guns and 
rifles was fully equal to the demands, 
while for railway. purposes tracks 
pulled up in England, Australia and 
Canada Itad been utilized. Canada had 
arranged to pull up 800 miles of track 
and ship complete . when wanted. 
More than 2,000 miles of *track’ hatf 
already been. supplied in complete 
condition and nearly 1,000 locomo- 
tives, apart from hundreds supplied 
by the railways. 

The supplies of the new design 
tanks were coming forward-exceHent- 
ly and, continued the minister, “the 
end of the $tory is not yet, for. the 
enthusiasm of Col. Stern, the invent- 
or of the tanks, and his colleazucs, 
knows no limits.” 

With respect to steel, the minister 
said that the output of steel in this 
country before the war had fer some 
time been stationary at a little over 
7,000,000 tons yearly. The output was 
now ten million tons, and he would 
be disappointed if it did not reach a 
twelve million tons output by . the 
end of next year.’ Within 14 months 
the capacity for the manufacture of 
basic “steel had increased by 30 per 
cent. The demands for steel were so 
many that the control had been very 
close, and despite all the help from 
Canada and the United States, he 
could not offer any immediate pros- 
pect of -relief. 

Notwithstanding the cost of mater- 
ial and labor, the government was 
obtaining steel plates in this country 
at less than half theic-cost in the 
United ‘States, while shell steel cost 
30 per cent, less. 

Referring to salvage operations at 
the front, the minister said it was now 
possible to reform hundreds of thou- 
sands of 18-pounder cartradge cases 
weekly ata sow of four petice each, 
compared with kgven shillings for 
new cases. ae 

Regarding trench warfare, hé said: 

“While we started behind in the 
race, we are probably.now as*Super- 
ior to the Germans in this section of 
warfare as we are in that of» attil- 
lery.” 

More than 1,500,000. steel helmets 
had been, supplied in the last six 
months, afd whereas in December 
the tonnage required for trench war- 
fare mategial was 7,648 tons in the 
last six mronths ‘it was 17,963 tons, 

The work of the ministry had al- 
most donbled within the last 12 
months. “The aircraft supply alone at 
the begirining of the year required 
an additional ten thousand workers, 
and that which applied to the aircraft 
applied also .to shipbuilding, gun 
making, tanks, agricultural ~ imple- 
ments and other necessaries of war.

Dr. Adams Speaks on Proposed Land 
Settlement for Soldiers 


“The placing of returned soldiers 
on the land, under present conditions, 
will be a fatal policy,” said Dr. T.R. 
Adams of the conservation commis- 
sion, Ottawa, at the public health ses- 
sion of the Canadian Medical associa- 
tion convention at Montreal. The sol- 
diers:do not want to go on the Jand, 
he said, not so much because they 
object to farming, but because under 
present conditions farming does not 
pay and most areas available for set- 
tlement are too remote from the 
markets. Dr. Adams stated that the 
conservation cofimission had found 
that conditions in, the slums of the 
cities were no, worse than in many 
rural districts. This was due largely 
to land speculation, he said.

Submarines Said to Have Crossed 
the Atlantic 


_ “The United States government is 
in possession of information which 
has revived the belief that German 
U-boats are again on this side of the 
Atlantic, and that they have estab- 
lished a base somewhere off the south 
side of Cuba. oe 

“It is declared by officers of the 
navy that if this is so these U- 
boats have either been preceded or. 
followed by one or more mercantile 
submarines, which have carried extra” 
supplies of torpedoes and oil. r 

“Such a convoy is said to be abso- 
lutely necessary in order to make a 
trip across the Atlantic for German. 
submarines worth while. 

“American warships are’ ‘conduct- 
ing a ceaseles ssearch along,the sus- - 
pected shores for any trace of bases 
of this character.” 

“The arming of all merchant ships 
has, practically destroyed the attack- 
ing value of tlie three and four-inch 
guns which have been carried om the» 
decks of these submarines in the past 
and the shell fire of which has meant 
the saving of a great many torpedoes, 

“With the greater risk from. open 
fighting, now that mercantile vessels 
are armed, the subtharines are being 
compelled to depend more and more 
on torpedoes alone, and it is pointed 
out that unless these U-boats which 
are said to haye reached Atlantic 
waters of the United States have 
some means of replenishing their 
stock of torpedoes their presence here 
except in great numbers would be 
productive of very little military ad+':
